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1. WE ESTIMATE THAT EOLLOWING COUNTRIES IN AREA WILL ABSTAIN 
ON ALL ASPECTS OF KOREAN RESES: INDIA, CEYLON, BHUTAN, LAOS. 
WE ALSO HOPE EOR ABSTENTION ON BOTH RESES FROM PAKISTAN AND 
BANGLADESH. 

2. NON-ALIGNED COUNTRIES ARE EVEN MORE SHARPLY DIVIDED ON 
KOREAN ISSUE THAN ON KHMER ISSUE WITH AFRICAN AND ARAB CO- 
SPONSORS AND SUPPORTERS ON BOTH SIDES OE QUESTION. ERIENDLY 
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AERICAN COSPONSORS, EOR EXAMPLE, INCLUDE: CENTRAL AERICAN 
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REPUBLIC, GABON, GAMBIA, LESOTHO, I IBERIA, AND WE ALSO EXPECT 
IVORY COAST, MALAWI, MAURITIUS, SWAZILAND, AND POSSIBLY CHAD 
AND NIGER TO SUPPORT ERIENDLY DRAFT. AUSTRIA, PRANCE, GREECE, 
MOROCCO, TUNISIA, IRAN, SAUDI ARABIA AND AUSTRALIA PULLY 
SUPPORT US. OTHER COSPONSORS OF THE FRIENDLY RES ARE: BAR- 
BADOS, BOLIVIA, CANADA, COLOMBIA, COSTA RICA, DOMINICAN 
REPUBLIC, EL SALVADOR, GRENADA, FRG, GUATEMALA, HAITI, 

JAPAN, NETHERLANDS, NEW ZEALAND, NICARAGUA, PANAMA, PARAGUAY, 
PHILIPPINES, THAILAND, UK, URUGUAY AND OMAN. 

3. WE HAVE ACCEPTED PRENCH AMENDMENT TO FRIENDLY RES 
ASSURING PRENCH AND ALMOST SOLID WESTERN EUROPEAN SUPPORT. 

4. WE ARE ALSO PLANNING TO VOTE IN PAVOR OP SAUDI ARABIAN 
AMENDMENT WHICH SHOULD INSURE SUPPORT OP SAUDI ARABIA, AND 
QATAR. 

5. ALTER WE HOPEPULLY DEFEAT ATTEMPT TO OVERTURN VOTING 
PRIORITY POR OUR RES AND SECURE PASSAGE OUR RES, WE 

PLAN IMMEDIATELY TO MAKE PROCEDURAL MOTION THAT HOSTILE 
RES SHOULD NOT BE PUT TO VOTE ON GROUNDS COMMITTEE HAS JUST 
ADOPTED A POSITION ON KOREAN QUESTION THIS SESSION AND 
IT WOULD BE ILLOGICAL NOW TO CONSIDER RES WHICH 
CONTRADICTS THIS POSITION. IF OUR MOVE SUCCEEDS, IT 
WILL NOT BE NECESSARY POR MEMBERS TO EXPRESS 
THEMSELVES ON HOSTILE RES. A NEPAL ABSTENTION ON THIS

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THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY, 

NOTING THAT THE REUNIPICATION OP KOREA HAS NOT BEEN REALIZED 
ALTHOUGH OVER 29 YEARS HAVE ELAPSED SINCE THE DIVISION 
OP KOREA INTO THE NORTH AND THE SOUTH AND 21 YEARS 
SINCE THE REALIZATION OP THE ARMISTICE IN KOREA, 

CONSIDERING THAT THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY AT ITS WETNTH-EIGHT 
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SESSION, ON 28 NOVEMBER 1973, 2/ DECIDED TO DISSOLVE IMMEDIATELY 
THE "UNITED NATIONS COMMISSION FOR THE UNIEICATION AND 
REHABILITATION OF KOREA", EXPRESSING THE HOPE THAT THE NORTH 
AND THE SOUTH OF KOREA WOULD CONTINUE THEIR DIALOGUE 
IN THE SPIRIT OF THE JOINT STATEMENT OF 4 JULY 1972 
AND WIDEN THEIR MANY-SIDED EXCHANGES AND CO-OPERATION SO
